Diſtempers of this Sort ( 4.) very 
often occur to me in the Courſe of my 
Practice; and I queſtion not that the 
ſame happens to other Phyſicians, whoſe 
Endeavours for the Relief of their Patients 
may ſucceed. to their Wiſhes, tho either 
they have not Time, or have no Inclination 
ro publiſh to the World their Notions, and 
Ways of managing Perſons in ſuch Caſes 3 
and therefore, for the Seryice of thoſe who 
are ſtudying Phyſick, and for the Good of 
Mankind, I have taken the Trouble of pub- 
liſhing ſome of my Sentiments about them, 
and ſome of thoſe Methods of Cure, which 
in my Experience have proved ſucceſsful. 
And as every rational and effectual Method 
of remoying Pains, (which are always tor- 
menting, tho' they do not always put the 
Life into Danger) will prove beneficial to 
* ſo I hope my Endeavours to 


B 2 promote 
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promote the Eaſe of my Fellow- Creatures, 


will be acceptable: to many; and it will 
give me a great Satisfaction, if others, who 


have more Leiſure, and greater Abilities, 
ſhall purſue and improve the Subject of this 


ſmall. Treatiſe, which, in Reality, is rather 
an Eſſay on a great Variety of Maladies, 
very grievous and afflicting. 


F. 6. Theſe Diſtempers (J. 4.) are, many 


of them, denominated from the Part, which 


is the Seat of the Pain. Thus the Head- 
Ach is called Cephalalgia, when the Pain 
is recent; and Cephalæa, when it has been 
of long Continuance ; Words derived from 
x£paAn, which ſignifies the Head; and thus 


Pain is called Odontalgia, when it is, as we 
ſay, in the Tecth; and Cardialgia, when 


in the Heart, or in the Mouth of the Sto- 
mach, which is near it; and Colica, when 


in the Gut Colon, &c. But in order to the 
taking right Methods, and preſcribing pro- 
per Remedies, it is requiſite that we know 
the particular and more immediate Cauſes 


of the Pain, which the Patient complains 
of; and to this Purpoſe we ſhould conſider

9. 7. I. It will be needful to enquire a 


little into the Structure of the Nerves... A 


ſingle Nerve is a very ſmall, round, white, 
long, and cylindrical Part of the Body, going 
either from the Medulla oblongata, or Me- 
dulla ſpinalis, and when cut tranſverſely, 
appears porous like an Indian Cane. 

9. 8. There are reckoned ten Pair of 
Nerves to proceed from the Medulla ob- 
longata within the Skull, and thirty Pair 
without the Skull from the Medulla ſpina- 
lis, which deſcend down the Perforation 
of the Vertebres of the Neck, and Spine; 
and are divided into two Parcels, each in- 
cloſed with diſtinct Membranes; one Parcel

9. 9. Each viſible Nerve is in Reality a

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1. The ParRTs containing. Theſe are 


Mater, and are (as to their Form) exceed- 
ingly minute and concave Cylinders, which 
I ſhall call nervous Tubuli, when I have 
Occaſion to ſpeak of them 3. becauſe they 
are really Tubes, and appertain to the Nerves 3 
and thoſe who will not allow them to be 
any Part of the Nerves, will acknowledge 
that the Nerves are contain'd in them. 

2. The ParTs contained. Theſe are 
Medulla like, white, long, round, ſmooth, 
and, to our Feeling, ſoft Subſtances, (ex- 
tending the whole Length of their con- 
taining membranous Tabuli) and a peculiar 
Fluid; a Fluid ſui generis, continually ſe- 
creted by the Cerebrum and Cerebellum, 
and propel d into the nervous Tubuli. 

. 11. Whether the white Subſtances 
contain'd in the nervous Tubuli be Col- 
lections of ſmooth, white, ſolid, ſpherical 
Bodies of the utmoſt Minuteneſs, or a Sub- 
ſtance continually ſecreted and propelled 
into their proper Tubuli from the Brain 
and Cerebellum, 1 ſhall not enquire 3 but 
only here obſerve what is certain, viz. That 
altho' the white Subſtances contain'd in the 
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nervous Tubuli ſhould be Collections of 


ſolid ſpherical Bodies, yet a Fluid is con- 
tinually ſecreted and propelled into the ner- 
vous Tubuli, and pervades the Interſtitia of 
thoſe Spheres. This will be evident, if 
we conſider the Structure of the Brain and 
Cerebellum, (which are fitted for the Office 
of Secretion) the Largeneſs of theſe Glands, 


the great Quantities of Blood continually 


brought to them by the Carotid Arteries: 
Which Particulars lead us not only to think 

| £ that a Fluid is ſecreted by the Brain, but 
that this Secretion. is much the largeſt of 
any in the animal Oeconomy : I may add, 


the nervous Tubuli contain a Fluid, which 
Fluid muſt have been ſecreted from the 


Blood by the Brain, or Cerebellum, and 


thence derived. This Liquid may there- 
fore very properly be called Succus ner vo- 
ſus, or the nervous Fluid. I ſhall not here 
Enquire into all its Uſes, or whether it is 


by this that all the Parts of the Body are 


nouriſhed, and their Waſtes repaired ; ſuch 
Enquiries being forcign to my Subject : But 


I may fitly mention ſome Propoſitions, the

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Remembrance of which may help Perſons 
in framing right Ideas of the painful Dif- 
caſes, which ſo frequently happen in ny 
man Bodies; particularly the following. 
9. 12. Prop. 1. All Nerves terminate in 


the & nn of fond or other Part of the 
Body. 

Prop. 2. All the Nerves nies in the 
external Superficies of the Body, are couer- 
ed with a thin Membrane called Epidermis 
or Cuticula : Which ſeryes to defend them 
from external Injuries, to be a Medium be- 
tween them and the Objects felt; and to 
prevent that Efflux and Waſte of the ner- 
vous, as well as of other, Fluids, which might 
happen, if there was no ſuch Covering. 

Prop. 3. All the Nerves terminating in 

the internal Superficies of the Mouth, Oeſo- 
phagus, Stomach, Inteſtines, and indeed of 
every other Part of the Body have like- 
wiſe their Extremities cover d with a thin 
Membrane ; which ſerves the like Purpoſes 
as the Epidermis. Prop. 2. | 

Prop. 4. That either there is a wonder- 
ful and myſterious dividing, and ſubdividing, 
and branching out of the Nerves towards 
their Endings ; or the Nerves at their End- 

ings 
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ings are wonderfully expanded. One of 
theſe muſt be true, ſince no Puncture can 
be made with the fineſt Needle, in the Su- 
perficies of any Part of the Body without 
wounding a Nerve, and exciting Pain; and 
ſince only forty ſmall Pair of Bundles of 
Nerves render every Part of the Body ca- 
pable of Feeling, and of ſuffering Pain. 

Prop. 5. That with the Nerves in every 
Part under both the outward and inward 
Super ficies of the Body, there is a Contex- 
ture of ſanguine, and lymphatick arterits , 
and Veins. 

Prop. 6. That in every Part of the Su- 

perficies of the Body, under the Epidermis 
and under the internal covering Membrane 
are VASA INHALANTIA with open Orifices 
to receive and convey ab extra whatever is 
minute enough to enter and paſs thro them 
inwards. By Means of which various Hu- 
mours may be repelled from both Superfi- 
cies into the Blood. ay 

Prop. 7. That all the Senſations of See- 
ing, Hearing, Smelling, Taſting, and Feel. 
ing, Pleaſing or Painful, are perform d by 
Means of the Nerves. Or thus ; The 
Nerves are the Inſtruments or Organs of 

every 
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every Senſation : : But how Senſation is per- 
form'd, whether by Impreſſion from the 
Obje& perceived, on the Medulla-like 
Subſtances contain d in the nervous Tubuli, 
or on the nervous Fluid, which pervades 
the Interſtitia of thoſe Subſtances, or on 
the Extremities of thoſe Tubuli, or by Im- 
preſſion on them joyntly, is of no great 
Moment for us to know, and therefore 
what] ſhall not employ my Thoughts about; 
but it muſt be by one, or other, or by all 
theſe Ways jointly. 

Prop. 8. That every Senſati ion fins fo 
be perform d by the ſenſible Object ſome 
how, or other acting on the Extremities 
of the Nerves ; not commonly on the 
Sides of the nervous Tubuli. Thus it ſeems 
to be as to the Perceptions we have by 
ſeeing, hearing, ſmelling, and taſting : The 
Objects ſeen act on the Extremities or End- 
ings of the optick Nerves ; the Sounds 
heard, impreſs the Extremities of the audi- 
fory Nerves; the Effluvia of the Objects 
ſmelled, ſtrike againſt the Extremities of the 
olfaftory Nerves ; the Things taſted, impreſs 
the Endings of the guſtatory Nerves : And 
thus Objects felt make their Impreſſions on 


the 
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either too humid and lax, or 


the Extremities of thoſe Nerves by which 
we feel. 

Prop. 9. 7 here is — ſimilar in 
all the Nerves ; and we have Reaſon to 
think there is ſomething different in Nerves, 
which ſerve different Senſations. How 
elſe comes it to paſs, that we do not taſte 
by the ſame Nerves by which we feel ? 

Prop. 10. The nervous TUBULI may be 
too dry and 
rigid, as well as other Veſſels and Mem- 
branes of the Body. The Reaſons of this 
Propoſition: are obvious to thoſe, who un- 
derſtand the Animal Oeconomy. | 

Prop. 11. The Succus NERVOSUS, or 


ner vous Fluid is capable of manifold Vari- 


ations. It may be varied in its Quantity, 


and become too much or too little: It 


may likewiſe admit of many Alterations in 
its Quality; it may become thicker or thin- 
ner in its Conſiſtence, than it ought to be; 
and it may, from divers Cauſes to us un- 
known, derive very different other Qualities, 
as well as the other ſecreted Fluids. Here let 


me obſerve, that the Baſis of all the ani- 


mal Secretions is pure Water; and the Dif- 
ference, that is in the different Fuids ſe- 
creted, 
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creted, ariſes from the different Modifica- 
tions, Sizes, and Combinations of the Par- 
ticles mixed with the Water of the different 
Secretions; and we may eaſily apprehend, 
that Changes may happen not only in the 
Combinations of thoſe Particles, but in the 
Particles themſelves : Their Figure and Size 
may be altered; a Sphere may be divided 
into two Semiſpheres, or into more Parts ; 
nay, it may be ſo much broken into Parts, 
that ſome of them ſhall become acrid, or 
ſharp pointed; in a Manner ſimilar to what 

often happens on breaking a ſmooth, round 
Flint into many Pieces ; and if the neryous 
Tubuli were a thouſand Times ſmaller than 
they are, we may as eaſily conceive or ap- 
prehend ſaline, and other 2crid Particles 


minute enough to enter, and paſs thro' 


them. 
Prop. 12. That in the Coats of the ſan- 


guine Arteries, with the other Veſſels, which 


compole them, there is a Contexture of 


| Nerves, whoſe Extremities expand, and 


ſpread over the Superficies of thoſe Ar- 
teries.

| Prop. 13. That the ſanguine Arteries 
are capable of being made the Seat of 


mities of Nerves, there Pain may be pro- 
duced.

b. 13. II. "F HE next Thing to be en- 

quired into, is the differ- 
ent Ways in which Pain may be excited, or 
by what Cauſes Pain may be produced. Here 
I muſt obſerve, that the Cauſe commonly 
aſſigned, is the ffrerching ſome Nerve be- 
yond its natural eaſy Tenſion (a) ; and this

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was my Opinion, till, in contemplating 
the Structure and Oeconomy of human 
Bodies, ſome Reaſons occurred to my 


Thoughts againſt it. I conſider d, 1. That 


the Nerves (whether we mean thoſe which 
are-viſible, which are ſo many Bundles of 


Nerves, or, thoſe. which are ſingle ; many 


of which are incloſed in the Covering of 
what we call a viſible Nerve) are like ſo 


many Threads, or Tubuli, and have a Ter- 


minus & quo, and a Terminus ad quem ; 
one End of them being connected with 
the Medulla oblongata, and the other ter- 
minating in one, or other Part of the Body. 
2. That the nervous Threads, or Tubul:, are 
not made ſo tight as the Strings put to a 
Fiddle; none of which can be relaxed, or 
contracted from a certain Degree, without 
making that muſical Inſtrument to be 
out of Tune; but that all the Nerves, 
as well as all other Veſſels, which do not 
make Part of the Contexture of the Bones, 
or other firm Parts of the Body, have, 
from the alwiſe Creator, ſuch Lengths 


between their Beginnings and Endings, 
that none of the Contractions or Ex- 


tenſions of the Limbs or Muſcles, in any 
| Kind 
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| Kind of bodily Labour or Exerciſe, do pro- 


duce Pain. A Man in Health may- walk; 
run, ſtoop, and perform a yaſt Varicty of 
Actions with his Body, with Eaſe : But 
under any of the Diſeaſes I am» conſidering, 
he ſuffers Pain, tho' all his Limbs 'and 
Muſcles are in a Poſture of Reſt : Which 
inclined me to queſtion, whether it was 


reaſonable to think that Pain is produced 


by any ſtretching of the Nerves? and then 
when I conſider'd, that every other Senſas 


tion is perform'd by Impreſſion made on 


the Extremities of the Nerves of the other 
Organs of Senſe, I gave up the common 
Opinion, and concluded, that all Pain is 
excited by ſome Action on the Extremities 
of the Nerves by which we feel. 

(. 14. And after a cloſe, and impartial 
Conſideration of the Matter, it appears to 
me that there are two general, proximate 
Cauſes of Pain, vig. 

I. Too great a Preſſure againſt the Ex- 
tremities of the Nerves affected. Or, 

2. The immediate Coutact of any acrid 


Particles with the Extremities of any of | 


the Nerves by which we feel. 


9. 15. I. As J 2 mentioned oe 
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a Preſſure - againſt the Extremities of the 
Nerves affected, as one Kind of general, 
proximate Cauſes of Pain, it will be proper 
for me, 1. To ſhew that 700 great a Preſ- 
fare againſt the Extremities of the Nerves 
will excite Pain; and then, 2. To con- 
ſider what internal Cauſes may produce ſuch 
a Preſlure. - 


$. 16. 1. To ſhew that too great a Preſ- 


ſure againſt the Extremities of the Nerves will 
excite Pain. This will appear evident, if we 
conſider how certainly we can produce 
Pain by pinching any Part of the Body; 
ſince, in that Action, it is the preſſing 
the Extremities of the Nerves, which is 
the Cauſe of the Pain. The Pain alſo, 
which follows upon laying too great a 
Weight on any particular Part of the Body; 
and thoſe Pains, which are produced by 
ſtriking any Part of the Body with a Rod, 
or Stick, arc farther Proofs of this Point. 
The Actions of pinching and ſtriking any 
Part of the Body make a violent Preſſure 
againſt the Extremities of the Nerves in 


ſuch a Part of the Body, but make no 
Elongation of the Nerves affected. Such 
an Action is not like pulling a String that 
. 15 
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is faſten d at the other End: But if ſuch an 
Action did in ſome Meaſure ſtretch the 
Nerves affected, it would not follow that 
the Pain was the Effect of that Stretching. 
It is certain that the moſt gentle Preſſure 
of any acrid Matter againſt the Extremities 
of the Nerves made naked, will excite 
moſt exquiſite Pains; and tho' the Epi- 
dermis, and the other covering Membrane, 
viz. that of the inner Superficies, ſecure 
the Nerves from ſuffering Pain by any 
gentle Preſſure on the Outſide of ſuch 
Membrane ; yet, in my Apprehenſion, it 
is caſy to conceive how any violent Preſ- 
ſure againſt the Extremities of the Nerves, 
may excite Pain notwithſtanding their na- 
tural Covering, which is very thin. 

FS. 17. 2. I ſhall now conſider thoſe 


internal Cauſes, which may occaſion too 


great a Preſſure againſt the Extremities of 
the Nerves ; and I think the following Par- 


ticulars may juſtly be aſſigned; vir. 


1. Viscid HUMouRs in the Blood; or 
Particles too bulky to paſs with due Faci- 
lity thro' the capillary ſanguine Arteries. 
For theſe Cauſes will obſtru& them; that 
is, they will occaſion a ſlower Motion of the 


C3 ; Blood 
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Blood thro them, than ought to be. Hence 


it happens, that the Blood coming from 


the larger Arteries into the lefler, faſter than 


Veins, muſt diſtend thoſe capillary Arteries, 
more, or leſs, as the Cauſe diſtending is 
greater or leſſer ; and conſequently may oc- 
caſion too great a Preſſure againſt the Ex- 
tremities of the Nerves terminating in the 
Coats of thoſe capillary ſanguine Arteries, 
(vid. $.12.Prop.12.) the Perception of which 
is Pain. In theſe Caſes the Coats of the 
diſtended capillary Arteries is the Seat of 
the Malady. Vid. $. 12. Prop. 13. And 
thus Globules of Blood impelled into lym- 
phatick Arteries will greatly diſtend them, 
and may occaſion a painful - Preſſure againſt 
the Extremities of the adjacent Nerves : 
But this is the Caſe only when the Part 
affected is attended with Inflammation. 

2. A CONSTRICTION of the Coats of 
ſome of the capillary ſanguine Arteries 
may produce the like Effect by leſſening 


the Diameter of thoſe minute Veſſels, and 
hindering the Blood from paſling into the 


Veins ſo faſt as it comes down from the 
larger 


it can run off into the capillary ſanguine 
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larger Arteries : Whence it happens that 


the Parts of thoſe ſanguine Arteries next 
above the Parts conſtricted; that is, the 
Parts nearer to the Heart muſt be diſtended 
in Proportion to the Greatneſs of the Con- 
ſtriction; and the Preſſure againſt the Ex- 
tremities of the Nerves will be in Propor- 
tion to the Quantity of the Blood obſtruct- 
ed, and diſtending thoſe Veſſels, and fo will 
be the Pain produced by that Preſſure: But 
this is a Cauſe, which does not ſo frequently 
happen. 

3. THE PRESSURE of ſome adjacent in- 
creaſing Tumour may produce the ſame 
EffeR. | 

4. ELasTick Ain, or Wi ad, (I uſe the 
Terms as ſynonimous) may be aſſigned as 
another, and indeed a very frequent Cauſe 
of a painful Preſſure againſt the Extremities 
of the Nerves. By elaſtick Air, I mean 
Particles of Air at Liberty, or in a State 
capable of exerting their elaſtick Force, to 
diſtinguiſh it from Air that 1s not in ſuch 
a State : For the Air, which conſtitutes the 
greateſt Part of the human Calculus, and 


the Air in Wood, and in moſt other ſolid 


Bodies, (while its Particles are cloſely com- 
C 3 bined, 
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bined, and united with the other Parts of 
thoſe Bodies) is not capable of exerting its 
Elaſticity ;/ that is, it cannot expand itſelf, 
or produce any Effects on other Bodies by 
that Elaſticity, or elaſtick Quality, which 
is inherent in it ; and therefore by Way of 


Diſtinction may be called unelaſtick Air; 


or, at leaſt, it is what I mean by that Ex- 
preſſion. Now, that claſtick Air may pro- 
duce painful Preſſures againſt the Extremi- 
ties of the Nerves, we may juſtly infer 
from the State of Things in fatulent Co- 
licks. In thoſe Diſeaſes, the elaſtick Air, 
in Proportion to its Quantity, and its elaſ- 
tick Force, diſtends the affected Inteſtine, 
and preſſes againſt all the Membranes, Veſ- 
els, Nerves, and Fibres, which compoſe 
it. Elaſtick Air is likewiſe very often the 
Cauſe of Pains in the Stomach, no leſs 


than in the Bowels ; and this indeed is the 


Cauſe in all Caſes, where the Pain imme- 
diately ceaſes on the (Removal of the Preſ- 
ſure by the) Diſcharge of Wind. 
F. 18. But the moſt frequent internal 
Cauſes of painful Preſſures againſt the Ex- 
tremities of the Nerves by which we feel, 
are either, 1. Viſcid Humonrs in the Blood, 
| 3 
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or Particles too + bulky to paſs with due 


Facility from the Endings of the capillary 
ſanguine Arteries into the ſanguine Veins, 
$.17.N® 1. Or, 2. Elaſtick Air, or nes 
$. 17. NA. 

9. 19. II. The immediate Contat? of any 
acrid, ſharp-pointed Particles with the Extre- 
mities of the Nerves, (JG. 14. No 2.) is another 
Kind of the general, proximate Cauſes, which 


will produce Pain, The Truth of this Aſſer- 


tion will be evident, if we conſider, that by 
paſling the Point of a Needle, or Lancet, or 
the Spicula of ſtinging Nettles thro' the Epi- 
dermis, and bringing them to a Contact with 
the Extremities of the Nerves, we may ex- 
cite exquiſite Pain. The Pain which follows 


upon the Application of Bliſtering-plaiſters, 


is a Fact, which alſo proves the ſame. For 
as ſoon as the acrid, or pungent Particles 
of thoſe Plaiſters paſs thro' the Epidermis, 
and come to a cloſe Contact with the Ex- 
tremities of the Nerves, painful Senſations 
ariſe. 


9. 20. Let us therefore enquire whether 


by the Force of internal Cauſes, any acrid, 


or pungent Particles may be brought to an 
immediate Contact with the Extremities of 
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the Nerves : And' that they may, will ap- 


pear, if we conſider the Structure of the 
external Superficies of the Body; and that, 
as under the Epidermis there arc the Ex- 
tremities of the Nexves of that Super firies, 
ſo there are likewiſe the Endings of the 
fudatory Veſſels, and of the emiſſary Ducts 
of numberleſs ſubcutaneous Glandules ; and 
that by theſe various Sorts of Particles may, 
and almoſt conſtantly do, paſs off from the 
Blood. Saline Particles certainly do ſome- 
times paſs off this Way in great Quantities ; 
as we may juſtly conclude from the mani- 
felt Salt Tuſte, which ſometimes happens in 
the Sweat of Perſons, 

. 21. This (5. 20.) likewiſe proves, that any 
other Sort of acrid Particles of the ſame Mi- 
nuteneſs may paſs off, or be excreted from 
the Blood the ſame Way. Now, when ſuch 
excreted Particles happen to be too bulky 
to paſs off thro the Pores of the Epider- 
mis, they muſt come to an immediate, and 
cloſe Contact with the Extremities of the 
adjacent Nerves, and be the Occaſion of 


Pain. Thus it happens in that cutaneous 


Diſtemper, we call the Iteh, when it reſults 
from internal Cauſes; then ſaline Particles 
| S. too 
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too nnen this the Pores of the Epi- 
dermis, are, with ſome Lymph, extruded 
from ſubcutancous excretory Ducts; and 
after them others, till little Molicule are 
form'd; which increaſing, and extending 
quique verſum, ſome Particles are brought 
to immediate Contact with the Extremities 
of ſome Nerves, and ſo produce an Ich- 
ing, (a Species of Pain, as it is an uncaſy 
Senſation) or a Smart ing, if the Points of 
the ſaline Particles are very accute. _ 

(. 22. This (G. 20,21:) may lead us eaſily to 
apprehend how acrid Particles may be ex- 
creted from the Blood, and brought, in 
like Manner, to an immediate Contact with 
the Extremities of the Nerves in any Part 
of the internal Super ſicies; and ſo become 
the Cauſe of Pain in the Stomach, or 
Bowels, or in the Superficies of any other 
Part of the Body, where the Structure is 
ſimilar: For if ſuch Particles are excluded 
from any excretory Ducts, and cannot pals 
thro the Pores of their covering Membrane, 
they muſt ſtick a while between the End- 
ings of ſuch excreting Tubuli, and their 
membranous Covering; and by the Acceſ- 
ſion of other Particles (protruding them) 
NR we FO | = 
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be brought to contact with the Extremities 
of the adjacent Nerves, and occaſion un- 
eaſy Senſations, or Pains greater or leſſer, 
in proportion to the Quantity, and 2 
of ſuch extravaſated Particles. 

F. 23. There is another Way in which 
Particles of any Kind may be brought to 
an immediate, and painful Contact with 
the Extremities of the Nerves of the inter- 
nal Superficies, vig. by a Corroſion of their 
covering Membrane. Thus when any Part 
of the Membrane, which covers the inter- 
nal Superficies of the Mouth, Oeſophagus, 
Stomach, or Inteſtines, happens to be cor- 
roded, and the Endings of the ſubjacent 
Nerves are made naked, they are then ex- 
poſed to immediate Contact with every 
Thing that paſſes by them. This may be 
the Caſe in ſome Pains of the Stomach and 
Inteſtines; and we have Reaſon to think 
it ſo in Infants, when they have the Aphrhe, 
eſpecially in that Degree, which Nurſes call 
the Thorough Thruſh; that is, when ſuch 
Excoriations are produced in the Membranes 
of the Oeſophagus, Stomach, and inteſtinal 
Tube, as in the Mouth of the Infant: The 
i of which may happen in adult Bodies. 
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F. 24. Such Ulcerations, or Excoriations 
prove, that acrid, corroſive Particles may 
be, and ſometimes are, excreted from the 
Blood, by miliary Glandules, and by both 
ſecretory, and excretory Ducts; and brought 
to an immediate painful Contact with the 
Extremities of the Nerves. - 

(. 25. I muſt alſo obſerve, that not only 
acrid, but many other hard or ſolid Particles 
immediately touching the Extremities of any 
Nerves, may likewiſe produce Pain. Thus 
it happens, when the Epidermis in any Part 
of the Body is rubb'd off, or by any Means 
ſo ſeparated, that the Endings of the Nerves 
lie naked, then even many ſolid Particles, 
which are not ſharp-pointed, by Conta@ with 
ſuch Nerves, will excite Pain, as may be 
proved by touching ſuch Nerves with the 
End of a Probe. | 

F. 26. From what has been ſaid, (5. EN 
ad F. 25.) I hope it appears pretty manifeſt, 
that the common Cauſes of Pain are very 
different from what has been generally aſ- 
ſigned. Indeed, if Pain was produced on- 
ly by a too great ſtretching of the Nerves, 
the Method of Cure would conſiſt only in 
removing that which produced ſuch a 
Stretching 
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Stretching of them, and in contracting them 
to their natural Lengths. It has been ſhewn 
by Experiments, that the Nerves have no 


contrackile Force, or innate Power to con- 


tract themſelves, as the Arteries and Veins, 
and other animal Veſſels have; and like- 
wiſe that they cannot be extended as other 
animal Veſſels may; that if a Nerve is pul- 
led with great Force, it will ſnap and break, 
(like a Hair, that breaks by the pulling it) 
but not be increaſed in its Length: And 1 
may obſerve, that it has not been proved 
to be a Fact, that any internal Cauſes can 
ſtretch the Nerves at all, much leſs occafion 
ſuch frequent, and ſuch continued Stretch- 
ings of many of them, as would be neceſ- 
ſary to the Production of ſo many, ſo fre- 
quent, and continued Pains as afflict many 
human Bodies. But that Preſſure againſt 
the Exttemities of the Nerves, and that 
acrid Particles, by immediate Contact with 
the Extremities of them, will produce Pain, 
I think has been ſufficiently evinced in the 
foregoing Sections. I may add, that preſ- 
ſing againſt the Extremities of the Nerves, 
will produce Effects more wonderful than 
that of Pain; as is evident from the Ex- 
periments 
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periments of that curious, and learned 


Gentleman, Dr. Alexander Stuart ; For, 


having ſuſpended a Frog by the Fore-legs 
in a Frame, leaving the inferior Parts looſe, 
the Head being then cut off with a Pair of 
Siſſars, he made a flight Puſh perpendicu- 
larly downwards on the uppermoſt Extre- 
mity of the Medulla ſpinalis in the upper 
Vertebra, with the Button End of a Probe, 
filed flat, and ſmooth for that purpoſe, and 
thereby all the inferior Parts were brought 


into the ſtrongeſt Contractions: So when he 


ſlightly preſs d the Probe towards the Brain, 


upon the End of the Medulla oblongata ap- 


pearing in the occipital Hole of the Skull, 
the Eyes, and Muſcles of theMouth were con- 
vulſed. () Theſe Experiments the Doctor re- 
peated ſeveral Times on the Frog witk the 
ſame Effects. I may further obſerve, that the 
known Effects of tickling the Soles of the 
Feet do ſhow, that gentle Actions, or Preſ- 
ſures againſt the Extremities of the Nerves, 
may produce as ſuppreſſing Contractions,

F. 27. There is one Thing more, which, 


I think, may with ſome Probability of 


Truth be aſſigned as another Cauſe of Pain; 
and that is, acrid Particles ſecreted by the 
Brain with the Succus ner voſus, and eva- 
cuated by the nervous Tubuli; which for a 
While adhering to the Extremities of the 
Nerves, excite painful Senſations. For al- 
tho the ſecreting Tubuli of the Brain are 
extremely minute; yet we may conceive 
acrid Particles exiſting in the Blood, minute 
enough to be admitted into them; and, 


with the Succus ner voſus, to be propell'd 


into the nervous Tubuli, and paſs onwards 
with it; which, when they come to the 
Extremities of the nervous Tubuli, and there 
ſtick, and are accumilated, may produce 
Pain, till by ſome Means, or other, they 
are diſlodged, and evacuated. The Proba- 


bility of this Notion will be more evident, 


if we conſider, that Part of the perſpirable 
Matter comes, or is diſcharged, from the 
nervous Tubuli; and that thoſe perſpirable 


Particles, or excrementitious Parts of the 


nervous Fluid may have different Figurati- 
ons, 
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bably ſome ſifting or moving Pains may 
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ons, and ſome of them may be acrid, or 
ſharp-pointed ; and that conſequently they 
may be the Occaſion of Pain, if by any 
incidental Cauſe they happen to be accu- 
mulated at the Extremities of any Nerves. 
I may add, that if the ProduQtion, Nutrition, 
and Growth of the Hair, are derived from 
the Nerves, they will prove, that various 
Sorts of Particles may be ſecreted by the 
Brain, propell d into the nervous Tubuli, and 
excreted from them. It deſerves Inquiry, 
whether ſome of the Pains we call Ner- 
Vous, are not produced in this Manner? 

9. 28. I may obſerve farther, that as it is 
certain that very acrid, and pungent Particles 
do exiſt in the Blood of ſome Bodies, and as 
there are Endings of Nerves in the Coats 
of the ſanguine Arteries, 5. 12. Prop. 12, 
ſo it is reaſonable to think, that the ſharp 


Points of ſuch Particles may ſtrike ſome- 
times againſt the Sides of thoſe Arteries,

weak ; whether there be an Acrimony in the 
animal Fluids, and whether the Blood is 
Uiſcid, or not; ſo by the Help of this Know- 
ledge, and the Conſideration of the dzag- 
naſtick Symptoms mentioned (S. 32, ad 
$.

ond by viſcid Humours and Particles 700 
bulky for an eaſy Circulation, (J. 17: Ne 1.)

G. 47. I do not pretend to treat largely of 
painful Diſtempers, but only to deliver my 
Thoughts briefly concerning thoſe, which 
are moſt frequent; and to illuſtrate the 
Methods of Practice I recommend to others 
by an hiſtorical Account of ſome of the 
Caſes, which have been under my Manage- 
ment. And I hope the Things I ſhall offer

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Theſe have never ſelt it in any great De- 
gree; and tho ſuch may ſmile at a Phyſi- 
fian's taking Notice of it, yet they who 
have been in Agonies by it, will not think 
it unworthy of his Conſideration. In the 
Courſe of my Practice, at diſtant Times, I 
have been ſent for unto two Patients that 
were not only thrown into violent Fevers, 
but became exceedingly delirious by the Ex- 
tremity of this Kind of Pain; but * both 
de recover d. 

9. 95. I confeſs I have not had many Pa- 
tients complaining of this Malady; moſt 
People being aſhamed to go to a Phyſician, 
when they think they have nothing elſe to 
ſay to him, but that their Teeth ach. When 
the Pains of the Teeth are frequently re- 
turning, abiding, and urgent, they diſco- 
ver a morbid State of the Blood; and on 
ſach Occaſions it might be happy for the

The Truth of this Propoſition will 
appear, if we conſider, that as there are 
great Quantities of Air in ſolid Subſtan- 
ces, whoſe Parts are very cloſe and com- 
pact, as in Marble, Alabaſter, &c. and which 
is caſily ſeparable from them, as 1. have 
found by Experiments made by the Juice of 
Limons, related to the Rox AlL. SoctttyY :; So 
it ſeems reaſonable to think, that in Fluid 
Subſtances, where the Interſtitia are larger, 
there may be greater Quantities of Air; and 
conſequently, that in the Blood and Lymph, 
and in every ſecreted Humour of the ani- 
mal Body, there is elaſtick Air; and we 
may well imagine, that as the Humours ſe- 
creted into the Stomach and Bowels may 
ſometimes abound more with Air, or be 
more flatulent than at other Times, ſo in 
the Cavity of theſe Viſcera (where there is 
more Space, and leſs Compreſſion than in 
the minute Tubes from which they came) 
the Particles of Air may expand themſelves, 
or exert their natural Elaſticity: Beſides, theſe 
ſecreted, digeſtive Humours may ſometimes 
derive from the Blood ſuch Qualities, . that 
in 
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in ſome Sorts of Aliment they may pro- 
duce a Fermentation, or generate much Air; 
like Baum, or Yeaſt, which, tho' it will not 
ferment with Water, yet will do fo with 
Mort of Malt, Moloſſes, c.

Another 
Name belongs to them, tho we be not able 
to find out a Word proper to denote them.

deprived of acid Properties, or of their Pro- 
perties as acid, before they enter the Lacteals. 
3. Let it be alſo conſider d, that there is no 
Reaſon to imagine, either that the acid Par- 
ticles received into the Stomach, are anni- 
hilated, or that they all, unalter d, paſs thro 
and out of the Body per Anum. 4. That 


therefore many of them at leaſt do paſs on 


with the Chyle thro the Lacteals, and mix 
with the Blood: And ſince all the Salts 
and Spirits extracted from the Blood by a 
chymical Analyſis have been always found 
to poſſeſs the known Properties of Salts 
and Spirits, acknowledged to be of an a/l- 
caline Nature, we have Reaſon to think that 
the Particles of Acids received into the Sto- 
mach looſe their Figure and Properties, be- 


fore they get into the Blood. 
(. 238. Theſe Concluſions, and this State 


of Things in human Bodies (F. 237.) have, 
in my Apprchenſion, manifeſt Appearances 
of Truth : But they lead into our Thoughts 
other Queſtions, viz. If no Acids enter into 
the Blood, how is it that they are ſo uſeful 
in curing many Feyers, and other Diſeaſes, 
chronical

they allay.” Thirſt, abate Difficulties of Breath-" 
ing, increaſe the Quantity of Urine, or pro- 
cure Sweat, or augment the Excretion by 
inſenſible Lerſpiration; and produce many 
other beneficial Effects in thoſe that rightly 
uſe them? 

(. 239. It may be 510 to theſe Queries, 
1. That altho we ſhould not be able to give 
any Account of the Modus of their Opera- 
tion, yet the experienced good Effects of 
vegetable and chymical Acins, taken into 
the Stomach, are Evidences or Proofs of 
their Uſefulneſs; and inform us in what 
Caſes, and to what Purpoſes they may be 
prudently adviſed, and what may be hoped 
from a due Uſe of them. 

2. That acid Particles have a ſtrong at- 
tractive Force, or are ſtrongly attracted by 
the Particles of many other Subſtances on 
their Mixture with them, as appears by their 
receeding from each other, and uniting with, 
and adhering to other Bodies, and dividing 
their component Parts. 

3. That this Power of Attraction, or of Pa 
ing attracted, peculiarly reſident in the Par- 
ticles of Acid, may in ſome Meaſure be im- 
parted to the Particles of that Maſs of Li-

Corollary. We may conclude from this 


Propoſition, (J. 239.) that it is a Point of 
no ſmall Moment for a Phyſician in Diſtem- 


pers of the Stomach and Bowels, reſulting 
from ſome Acrimony, ſo to examine his Pa- 


tient, as to know whether the morbid Acri- 


mony is of an alcaline, or acid Quality. In 
Infants and Children the peccant Acrimony 
for the moſt part is of an acid Nature;

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6. 242. If the Patient complaining of Pain 
in his Stomach or Bowels has a Cancerous 
Ulcer in any Part of his Body, there is a 
corroſive Acrimony in his Blood; and as 
the acrid Particles in ſuch Bodies ſeem to 
be of a peculiar Genus, or to have a peculiar 
Degree of Corroſiueneſs, ſo the Pains thence 
ariſing, may by way of Diſtinction, be called 
CANCEROUS PAINS; if there be no Reaſon

$. 297, 4. HE NEPHRITICK- PAINS 

require our ſerious Con- 
ſideration, as they commonly are moſt ex- 
quiſite and terrible. Theſe, ſtrictly ſpeak- | 
ing, are Pains of one, or other, or both 
the Kidneys, the Word Nephritis being de- 
rived from yegpos, which ſignifies a Kidney 3 
but Cuſtom has given to it a more exten- 
ſive Signification, and made it comprehen- 
live of thoſe Pains, which happen to any 
of the Parts immediately ſubſervient to the 
Excretion of the Urine into the Bladder, 
whether the Center or immediate Seat of 
them be the Kidneys or Ureters. They are 
called nephritic Pains, altho' in the Ureters, 
becauſe moſt frequently they owe their 

Origin to ſome Diſorder in the Kidneys. 

F. 298. Pains of this Denomination, | 
1 . 297. 
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II 297. may ariſe from different Cauſes, the 
moſt frequent of which are, 

1. Too great Preſſures againſt the Ex- 
tremities of the Nerves affected, occaſion d 
by the Motion of the Blood being obſtructed 
in ſome of the capillary ſanguine Arteries. 
2. A Conſtriction of the Veſlels affected. 

3. A Calculus in the Part where the Pain 
centers. 

g. 299. 1. When the nephritick Pain 
proceeds from the firſt of theſe Cauſes, (J. 298. 
No 1.) it may be known to do ſo by the 
diagnoſtick Signs mention d, F. 36. only I 
may add, that in the Fever, which is con- 
comitant with theſe Pains, the Pulſe is com- 
monly harder than in the Fever which fol- 
lows: the Pain, when produced by a Calcu- 
tus. The curative Indications in Diſeaſes 
_of this Sort, may be underſtood from what 
is ſaid in 5. 39. 

(. 300. 2. When the 9 (. 207, are 
produced by the ſecond Cauſe, (F. 298. Noz.) 
it may be concluded to do ſo from the Ab- 
ence of thoſe Symptoms, which attend 
them, when they reſult from the Cauſe firſt 
mention d, (J. 298, 299.) and from the 
MWant of thoſe Signs, which diſcover a Cal. 
b culus 
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culus to be in the Part affected, which will 
be taken Notice of, J. 308, 309, 3 10. infra. 
5. 301. We may know in what Part the 
Conſtriction of the Veſſels happens, by know- 
ing where the Seat of the Pain is; and we 
may with Probability conclude a Conſtric- 
tion of the Veſſels to be the productive Cauſe 


of the Pains, when the URINE is pale and 


Iympid like Water, becauſe a Conſtriction of 
the excretory Ducts of the Kidneys to a 
great Degree, does ſo leſſen the Diameter 
of their Cavitics, that nothing but the aque- 
ous Parts of the Blood can paſs thro' them 
to the Pelvis, and Ureters. 

(. 302. The Ureters are likewiſe capable 
of being conſtricted: But I muſt obſerve, 
that as "the Conſtriction may be greater or 
leſſer, ſo there may be different Degrees of 
the Paleneſs of the Urines in different Per- 
ſons, and in the ſame Perſons ar different 
Times. 

8.303. Sometimes we can't be certain, whe- 
ther the nephritick Pains were occaſion d by 
a Conſtriction or a Calculus; that is during 
the Paroxyſm : But if the Patient never be- 
fore had any Symptom of being afflicted 


| with the Stone ; and if neither in the Pa- 


roxy ſm, 
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roxyſm, nor after it, there comes away with 
the Urine, any Stone, Gravel, or fabulous 
Matter ; and eſpecially if no ſymptomatick 
Fever occurrd, we may then with pretty 
good Reaſon ſay, the Pain proceeded from 
a Conſtriction of the Veſſels affected. aa 
F. 304. The curative Indication, when 
ſuch Caſes (F. 300.) do happen, is to relax 
the conſtrifted Yeſſels ; and thoſe Medicines 
and Methods of Management, which are 


proper for Perſons, who have ſome Stone 
or Gravel paſſing from their Kidneys to the 


Bladder, are likewiſe proper for removing 
Pains produced by a Conſtriction of the 
Veſſels; and ſuitable Remedies may be ſeen 
in F. 316, 321, 


9. 305. 3. A CarcvuLvs, or Stone, one 


or more, either in the Kidneys or Ureters, 
is frequently the Cauſe of exquiſite Pains 
in them, . 298. When by any Occaſion, 
one or more Stones in the Kidneys are 
brought to preſs againſt, and fret away the 
covering Membrane of the adjacent Nerves, 


and to rub againſt their Extremities, intol- 


lerable Torture muſt be the Conſequence. 
F. 306. In like Manner, when a Calcu- 
Aus or large Gravel is paſſing down, one or 
—— other, 
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other, or both Ureters, it may, by its Fric- 
tion and Preſſure againſt the Extremities of 
the Nerves ſituated in their Membranes, ex- 
cite the Pains, which are felt in them. 

g. 307. It is very requiſite we be well ac- 
quainted with the Diagnoſticks of the Caſe, 
when the Patient has a Stone or Gravel in 
his Kidneys or Ureters ; I ſhall therefore ob- 
ſerve a few Things by which we may judge, 
that a Calculus, or ſuch-like Matter, pro- 
duced the Pains complain d of, viz. 
FG. 308. 1. If the Pain begins in one or 
the other Kidney, and the moſt exquiſite 
Pain remains there, (tho' Pain, by a Sym- 
pathy of the Nerves, may conſequentially 
ariſe in ſome other Parts) and brings on 
Nauſeas and Vomitings, we may with great 
Probability infer, that there is ſome Stone in 
that Kidney, diſlodged from the Place where 
it was at Reſt. 

(. 309. 2. If this Pain in the Wi 
followed with a Numbneſs of the Thigh on 
the ſame Side, we may conclude the Stone 
to be pretty large, occaſioning that Kidney 
to preſs againſt the Muſcle Pſoas, and that 


Limb in Conſequence to have ſome Dees 
of Numbneſs. 


9310. 
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. 310. 3. If the Pain, altho' it begins 
in the Kidney, moves downwards along the 
| Region of the Ureter, and the Kidney be- 

comes eaſy, we may thereby know that 
ſome ſmall Stone or Gravel is paſſing from 
the Kidney to the Bladder ; and the more 
exquifite the Pain is, the more large, or more 
rough and angulated, we may conclude the 
paſſing Stone or Matter to be. 

(311: While I lived at Teovil in Sus 
merſetſhire, where the Water has a perrify- 
ing Quality, I had ſeveral Fits of the Stone, 
and under them have been in extreme Ago- 
mics thro the Violence of the Pain. Some- 
times the nepbritict Parozyſm has been 
preceded by a bloody Urine, of which I 
have voided fix or eight Ounces, or more, 
ſome Hours before I perceived any Thing of 
Pain: Then in my left Kidney moſt fre- 
quently J felt a Pain, which ſoon increaſed 
beyond what Tongue can expreſs 3 and of 
which no one can form an Idea, that has 
not felt the like. After ſome Time this Pain 
moved into the Ureter, and fo by flow 
Movements onwards thro' it to the Bladder 
en, 
Pains ccaſed. 
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F. 312. Theſe nephritick Paroxyſms were, 
I think, always attended with Vomitings, 
which occurr'd as ſoon as the Pain became 
violent. My Pains hee brought on a 
ſpmptomatick Fever. Lgrew hot and thir- 
fty, my Toncus white, Mourn clammy, 


Sand PULSE quick: But tho I was hot, yet 


generally the Extremity of the Pain did make 


me ſwear much, ſo that even in very cold 


Weather great Drops of Sweat would fol- 
low one another very faſt. I have been 


thus on a Rack of Pain 20 or 30 Hours, or 


more, before the Stone has dropt into my 
Bladder. I never had any Numbneſs in my 
Thigh, which I impute to the Smallneſs of 
the Stones that came from me, having ne- 
ver voided one ſo big as a large Grain of 
Barley; but have been in theFreateſt Tor- 


ture ſometimes by a very ragged ne not 


ſo big as a Grain of Wheat. 


§. 313. Having thus ($. 308, 309, 5 
taken Notice of thoſe Symptoms, from which 


or Gravel in the Part affected with Pain, I 


proceed to conſider the curative Indica- 
tions to be regarded when a Perſon is af- 


flicted with this Diſtemper, which are theſe, 
rel ; VIS. 
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Viz. 1. To relieve the Patient of his pre- 
ſent Pains; and, 2. To order thoſe Things 
which may diſſolve the Calculus. I ſhall 
ſay nothing in theſe Papers concerning the 
component Parts of the human Calculus, 
or of any Medicines likely to diſſolve their 
Union; this being a Subject different from 
what I propoſed to conſider in this Treatiſe. 
I ſhall therefore confine myſelf to the firſt, 
and more immediate Intention, which is to 


remove the nephritick Pains. b * 
(. 314. For this Purpoſe (CF. 313. Ne 1.) fc 
we muſt endeavour to relax the urinary 
Paſſages, and not, by any ſtrongly ſtimu- I * 
lating Diureticłs, urge on the Motion and = © 
Expulſion of the Stone or Gravel that may I 9 
be paſſing to the Bladder. ; al 
. 315. The STIMULATING DIURETICKS, 3 
15 my Opinion, are not adviſeable in theſe 0 
Caſes; becauſe they may bring on a total, t 
and an irremoveable Suppreſſion of Urine, - 
and conſequently inevitable Death, if there * 
are in the Kidneys Stones, or Quantities of 7 
Gravel, too large to paſs the Ureters: For , 
the Stimulus of ſuch Medicines may occa- 


ſion the Kidneys ſo to contract, as to ſqueeze 
the Stones or Gravel into the Peluis of the 
Kidney, 
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| Kidney, and Entrance of the Uteters, and 
hinder the Paſſage of the Urine into the 
Uteters : And therefore as we cannot be 
ſure there are no ſuch Stones, or Quantities 
of Grayel in the Kidneys; ſo we cannot with 
Safety order any ſtimulating Diureticks. For 
my Part, I would neither take them myſelf; 
nor preſcribe them for any one under a Fit 
of the Stone. Indeed after a ſufficient Uſe 
of emollient relaxing Remedies, mild Diu- 
reticks may be of Service, tho ſtrong and 
forcing Medicines might be hurtful. 

9316. When I am called to any Perſon 
under a Fit of the Stone, I regulate my 
Conduct according to the firſt curative Indi- 
cation, (. 313. No 1. 3 14.) and endeavour by 
all proper Methods to relax the urinary Veſſels, 
and render them more eaſily diſtrattile ; be- 
cauſe, if I obtain this End, the preſſure of 
the Calculus or Gravel againſt the Extremi- 
ties of the Nerves affected, becomes dimi# © 
niſhed, and the Pain proportionally abated? 
And I may add, that the painful Preſſure is 
leſſened in Proportion to the Relaxation of © 
the Veſſels and Membranes affected; that is, 
the more they are relaxed, the leſs becomes 
the Preſſure, and the Pain. 
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1 * 417. When; therefore; L am to adviſe 
| for a nephritick Patient, I not only enquire. 
_ Iago the Seat and Nature of his Pain, but when 
ks had a Stool laſt, and whether the Excre- 
ments were hard. If they were, I conclude 
there is a dry Intemperies not only of the In. 
- teſtines, but alſo of the urinary Parts, and 
then order ſome emollient, relaxing G/yfter 
to be inje&ed as ſoon as poſſible. And one 
or other of the following may be very uſe· 
fal on ſuch an Occaſion.

F. 318. As for Remedies to be taken at 
the Mouth, mucilaginous Teas made with. 
the Marſb-mallow Roots or Leaves, or with 
the common Mallow Leaves, and ſweetned 
with Honey, are proper: Only here it muſt 
be obſerved, that theſe Teas ſhould be made 
by boiling the Roots of Leaves of which 
they

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they are made till the Water feels glibby or 
mucilaginous. Mallow Gruel made with 
ſuch a mucilaginous Water and Oatmeal,and 
ſweetned a little, cither with Sugar, or Ho- 
vey, is a moſt excellent Liquor for nephrd- 
tick Patients. | 

9.319. A great Variety of Medicines pros 
per to the Intention of relaxing the urinary 
Paſſages may be caſily contrived. Boles, or 
Draughts may be eaſily made with Sperm. 
Ceti, &c. and oily Mixtures cum Mel. &. 
Ol. Olivar, vel. Ol. Amygdat. dulc. _ fitly 
be preſcribed. 

F. 320. Iwould adviſe the Patient 10 ink 
Liquids very ſparingly, till he has taken 
a ſufficient Quantity of relaxing Things 
after which, by Degrees, he may drink more 
freely, eſpecially if the Stone or Grayel be 
dropt from the Ureter into the Bladder 3 
which the Patient may know, if he be at- 
tentive to the Motion of the obſtructing 
Matter, and to the Time, and Place where 
the Pain ceaſes. | 

. 321. I will only "Wo add an hiſtorical 

Account of the Management of myſelf un- 


der a nephritick Paroxyſm, which I hope will 
not be diſagreeable.

9. 323. I took the Draught about Nine 
Clock, and in a little more than half an 
Hour, began to take of the oily Mixture, 
and took about three Quarters of an Ounce 
of it for a Doſe every two or three Hours; 
and in the Evening order'd it to be repeated 
with the Addition of Mel. Ji. I finiſh'd the 
firſt Pot of it, and began the ſecond before 
I went to Bed. 

F. 324. All the Urine I made this Day 
was very foul, and nearly as deep as red 
Port Wine; but about Nine o Clock in the 


Evening there appear d a great Alteration in 


the Colour of it: It then look d of the Co- 
| lour of Beer. I had little or no Appetite 
1 to 
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to Food, and drank very little till the Even- 
ing, when I drank three Diſhes of Tea with 
Milk ; and two Hours after a Pint of ſmall 
Beer. I had 0 Pain this Day, either in my 
Kidneys, or Ureters, or any other Part of 
my Body. 

$. 325, July 3. 1 ſlept well in the Night 
preceding, but ſoon after I was up, I had 
the Sfrangury, which continued all the 
Day, tho' not in any violent Degree. I had 
| likewiſe an uneaſy Senſation down the Re- 
gion of my left Ureter, from the Kidney 
to the Bladder. About Eight o'Clock in the 
Evening J was pretty much troubled with 
Pains in my left Ureter, and at the Neck 
of my Bladder, but they totally ceaſed be- 
fore Nine o'Clock. My Urzne all this Day 
was of its natural Colour. I drank ſeveral 
Times this Day of Mallow Gruel ſweetned 
a little with Sugar, half a Pint at a Draught, 
and finiſhed the ſecond Pot of the Mixture 
of Mel & Ol. Olivar. 

§. 326, July 4. I took a third Pot of the 
oily Mixture made as the laſt, and drank 
Mallow Gruel. Felt this Day a little Pain 
in my left Kidney, which ſoon left me; and 
I haye remain'd caſy and well ever ſince.

T98 . Of Nephritick Paine. 


F. 327. About eight or Nine Years ago, 
I had the ſame Symptoms of a 4/oody Urine, 
and an uneaſy Senſation (which hardly de- 
ſerved to be called Pain) in my left Kidney 
and Ureter ; and after four or five Days 
voided a ſmall Stone, about the Bigneſs of 
a Grain of Wheat. I then managed myſelf 
in the ſatne Manner, and took * of the 
oily Mixture. But this Time (9. 3 22. ad 3 26.) 
I dont know that any Stone or Gravel paſſed 
from me; but I cant ſay there has not, becauſe 
being obliged to go daily abroad, I could not 
have the Opportunity always of knowing 
what came from me. 

- g. 328. There is another Symptom, which 


JTometimes does attend nephritick Pains ; 


that is, a fotal SuePRESSION of URINE, 
which may be occaſion d either, 1. by Stones 
falling ſo into the Pelvis of the Kidneys, 
as to prevent any Urine paſſing into the 
Ureters; which was the Caſe of the Child 
mentioned in my Rational Methods of cu- 
ring Fevers, F. 88. Or, 2. By Stones lodged 
at the Endings of the Ureters, where they 
open into the Bladder, and thereby prevent- 
ing the Urine from paſſing out of the Ure- 
ters into the Bladder, as it happen'd to the 

| Child

F. 329. We have Reaſon! 1 to aſcribe- * 
Suppreſſion of Urine to the firſt Cauſe aſſign d, 
(F. 328. No 1.) when there is great Pain in the 
Kidneys ; and to the ſecond, (N. ib. No 2.) when 
the Pain is in the Ureters ; but to the third 
Cauſe, (J. 1b. No 3.) when it happens without 
any Pain in the Kidneys ; in which Caſe 
there is a Paralyſis of the adjacent Nerves. 

(. 330. A remarkable Inſtance of this laſt 
Sort of a total Suppreſſion of Urine, (G. 328. 
No 3. 329.) has been under my Care, and 
happily at laſt removed ; which I did intend 
to relate at large, but the Length of it obliged 
me only to give a ſummary Account wr bas 
Caſe, viz. 

That on Monday, Auguſt 29. 1937.1 
was ſent for to Mrs. E W———;, 2 
Widow Gentlewoman, aged near 65 Years. 
She had been taken ill the Medneſalay be- 
fore, vis. Auguſt 24. with violent Pains in 
ber Bawels. On the Friday Night (Aug. 
4: | "OS 26. 
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26.) ſhe took Notice that ſhe made no Ma- 


ter, and had no Inclination to it; but could 


not recolle&t when ſhe made Water laſt. 


About this Time ſhe had very acute Pains 
tow in her Back, below her Girdle; and, to 


her Feeling, near the Back Bone on each 
Side; but ſhe had 20 Pain in either Kid- 


ney, or Neck of her Bladder ; nor in any 


other Part of her Body. The Suppreſſion 
of-her Urine continued all this Week, and 
no Senſe of any Weight in her Bladder, 
nor the leaſt Motion to make Water. Sa- 
turday, Sept. 3. in the Forenoon, by my 
Advice, a Catheter was paſſed into her Blad- 
der by Mr. FERN the Surgeon, but it was 
found empty. Her Condition to me ap- 
peared moſt deplorable, this being the ninth 
or tenth Day of the Suppreſſion of her 
Urine, (for ſhe was not certain when it be- 
gan) in all which Time ſhe had not made a 
Drop of Water. However, at laſt God 


bleſſed my Endeayours with Succeſs, for the 
next Night, (Sept. 4.) about Ten o Clock, I 
received a Letter from her Apothecary, ac- 
quainting me, that ſhe had, that Eyening 
made Water twice, to the Quantity of five 
or ſix Ounces in the Whole; and that the 
firſt 
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firſt was very fetid, and alſo the ſecond, tho 
not in ſo great a Degree. From this Time 
ſhe continued to make Water in a good 
Proportion, to the Quantity of what ſhe 
drank. I ſaw the firſt Waters the next Day, 
which look d paler than white Wine, and a 
little turbid. This Gentlewoman aſſured 
me, that ſhe never had any Symptoms of 
Stone or Gravel, nor any Difficulty in ma- 


king Water in all the foregoing Part of her 


Life, that ſhe remember ' d; and ſhe has late- 
ly. told me, that ſince this Suppreſſion of 
Urine has been removed, ſhe has not yoid- 
ed any Stone or Gravel, or any other Mat- 
ter, that could obſtruct the urinary Paſſages,

Y Y toconſider thoſe Pains, 
which ſometimes afflict Perſons in the 
Evacuation of their Urine, as to their Cau- 
ics and curative Indications. 

8. 332. One Kind of theſe Pains is called 
the STRANGURY, Which is a very painful 
Diſcharge of Urine in very little Quantities, 
as it were by Drops: There is an almoſt 
continual and painful Urging to make Wa- 
ter, and it may be not a Spoonful comes off 
in ſeveral Tryals. This is a tormentir-- 
Symptom to thoſe that have it. 


$. 333. This Diſtemper (F. 332.) may be 


produced by different Cauſes ; e. g. 1. A 
Stone in the Bladder, which by a frequent 


Attrition or Rubbing againſt the Sphinder, 


may 
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may not only make its covering Membrane 
bare of its defenſive Mucus, but ſometimes 
excoriate, or rub away ſome Part of the 
Membrane itſelf : Whence it muſt needs 
happen, that the acrimonious or ſaline Par- 
ticles of the Urine produce exquiſite Pains 
in the Neck of the Bladder, and ſtimulate 
the antagoniſt Muſcles of it to alternate, fre- 
quent and ferong Contrattions, by an over or 
too great a Stimulus to relax for the Evacua- 
tion of the Urine, that is in the Bladder. 

g. 334. Theſe contrary Effects of a Hri- 
mulus, when it happens in a much greater 
or much leſſer Degree, will not appear 
ſtrange to thoſe, Who know that ſome ca- 
thartic Medicines in a moderate Doſe only 
ſtimulate the Motion of the Stomach and 
Inteſtines downwards, but in a larger Doſe, 
by a greater Stimulus, will produce an in- 
verted or contrary Motion, and occaſion 
both violent Vomitings, and Purgings. 

F. 335. Here it deſerves to be noted, that 
the Strangury from a Stone in the Blad- 
der, happens ſooner or later, as the Stone 
is more rough or ſmooth, and as it happens 
more or leſs frequently to preſs againſt the 
Neck of the Bladder; and we may pretty 

well 
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well know, whether there is a Stone in the 
Bladder, by conſidering the following Par- 
ticulars. | | 
. 336. 1. If there be no Pain, no Un- 
eaſineſs in either of the Kidneys or Ureters, 
but only in the Neck of the Bladder. 2. If 
there be no Inflammation of its Sphincter, 
which may be known by the Conſtancy and 
Violence of the Pain, and a Fever conco- 
mitant. 3. If there be no Ulcer in the 
Sphincter of the Bladder, which is diſco- 
ver d by purulent Matter coming off with 
the Urine. 4. If there be no Excoriation of 
the inner Membrane of the Sphincter, by 
acrid Particles fretting it, known by the 
Eaſe a Perſon has upon having evacuated 
all his Urine; and, 5. If there be no Re- 
miſſion but rather an Increaſe of Pain up- 
on the Bladder's emptying and contracting 
itſelf, we may then conclude with great 
Probability, that there is a Kone in the 
Bladder. 
- & 337. The curative Indications in this 
Diſtemper (J. 33s.) are, 1. To give the Pa- 
tient thoſe Medicines which will diſſolve 
the Stone, when - ſuch Remedies are diſco- 
ver d: Or, 2.

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thotomy, if there be no ſuch Medicines. 
3. To preſcribe thoſe Medicines which may 
deterge and heal any Excoriations of the 
Neck of the Bladder.

3. To promote the Secretion of the defen- 
ſive Mucus where it is wanted. 


F. 348. If this Malady proceeds from a

F. 349. There is e Cauſe donn of 


the Strangury and Dyſury, which muſt not 
be forgotten, viz. a Defect in the Secretion 
of the defenſive Mucus, in Bodies where 
none of the aforemention'd Cauſes have 


any Exiſtence. - This is the Caſe, when theſe 


Diſtempers happen to Perſons meerly thro 
old Age. The mucilaginous Glandules in 
ſome old Bodies become many of them in- 
capable of performing their proper Office, 
as they ought; and either do not ſecrete 
any Thing from the Blood, or at leaſt not

& 350. The Pains in making Water, which 
reſult. from the Cauſe laſt aſlign'd, F. 349. 
frequently accompany the aged Perſons af.

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Aided with them thro the Remainder of 


their Lives; for if the mucilaginous Glan- 


dules, thro Age, ate worn out, or have loſt 
their Texture,” no Medicines can renew

Containing an Account of Aſter⸗ 
Pains, as zo their Cauſes, and cu- 


rative Indications, with Juitoble 
Hiſtories. I 


FTER-PAINS is an- 
other Diſtemper deſer- 
ving the Conſideration of thoſe who are 
ſtudying Phyſick. This frequently happens 
to Women in their Childbed, ſoon after 
they are deliyer'd of their Burden. 

F. 378. Theſe Pains ({. 377.) are call'd 
After-Pains, both becauſe they occurr only 
after the coming away of the Birth, and Af 
ter-Birth, and are Conſequences of it. In 
order to the forming a right Notion of them, 
we muſt animadyert on a few Things, viz. 

g. 379. 1. That during the Woman's 
Pregnancy, there is a much greater Flow of 
Blood thro the Ramifications of the ſper- 
matick, and hypogaſtrick Arteries, which 
then paſs thro' the Membranes of the Womb, 
and 


1 377. 6. 
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and by means of the Placenta, ſupply tlie 
Occaſions of the Fætus. 

9. 380. 2. That during a Woman' s Preg- 
nancy, much larger Quantities of refluent 
Blood (by the Occaſion of what is return'd 
from the Fetus and Placenta) paſs thro the 
ſpermatick and hy pogaſtrick Veins into the 
Vena cava. 


9. 381. 3. That when, upon he Birth 
of the Child, the Placenta is ſeparated from 


the Womb, all the ſanguine Arteries, and 


Veins, which paſſed thro the Membranes 


of the Womb, and thro the Placenta, are 
rent aſunder cloſe at the inner Superficies of 


the Womb. 
(. 382. 4. That the Conſequence of this 


Rupture of the ſanguine Veſſels, is a Flux 


of Blood into the Cavity of the Womb, and 
thence thro the Vagina ad extra: Which 
Flux of Blood is greater or leſſer, in Pro- 
portion to the Diameter of the ſanguine 
Veſſels, and the Impetus of the Blood, and 
to the Degree of S/owneſs in the Contrac- 
tion of the Orifices of thoſe Veſſels. 

8. 383. 5. That by the gradual ConTrac- 
TION of the Orifices of the ruptured ſan- 
guine Veſſels, the Flux of red Blood from 

the 
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the Womb, gradually abates; and as the 


Diameter of thoſe Orifices diminiſh, ſo the 
red Colour of the Fluid evacuated, does like- 
wiſe abate, till it looks of the Colour of 
the Serum of the Blood, which yet grows 
more lympid and pale, till the Orifices of 
the broken Veſſels are quite cloſed ; and 
then the Flux entirely ceafes. 

"*$.384. Thus happen, thus proceed, and 


thus terminate thoſe Evacuations from the | 


Womb, which are called the Lochia, ot 
Child-Bed Purgations, which continue longer 
in ſome Women than in others, as the Ori- 
fices of the broken Veſſels in ſome Women 
are longer in contracting cloſe. 

. We may, Hom what has DIY 
obſerved in . 381, 382. eaſily underſtand 
that the FLooDINGs, which ſometimes oc- 
curr in Time of Womens Labour, do pro- 


ceed from the Rupture of the ſanguine Veſ- 
ſels in the Womb, and ſome incidental Im- 


pediment which hinders the Contraction of 


their Orifices. This is the Caſe when the 


Placenta happens to be ſeparated before 
the Birth, and when the ſeparated Placenta 


remains in the Womb after the Child is 
born.

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5 7 386. The Remedy, in ſuch Caſes, is 
for the Midwife immediately to deliver the 
Woman of her Burthen, which will be a 


Removing the Cauſe of ſuch Floodings; 


upon which the Diameter of the Orifices 

of the ruptur'd Veſſels commonly contract 

ſo much, as to render the ſanguine Flux mo- 

derate. 

g. 387. If a Flooding continues after the 
Child and After-Burthen are brought away, 

it is commonly owing either, 1. To Clods 
of extravaſated, coagulated Blood remain- 
kg ing in the Womb ; or, 2. To a Deficiency 
in the contractile Force of the Coats of the 
ſanguine Veſlels. 

. 388. Immediately upon the Woman's 
Delivery, the Midwife may often take away 


the firſt Occaſion ; and as to the other, the 


contractile Force of the Veſſels may be in- 
_ creaſed, and the Violence of the Flux ſtay'd 
by. ſuitable Medicines ; but. the Conſidera- 
tion of theſe Things is foreign to the Sub- 
ject I am upon, and therefore I ſhall ſay no 

more about them. 
F. 389. If we conſider the State of Things 
before a Woman's Delivery, and the Altera- 
tions of that State, which follow upon it, 
11 "© 
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we may, be led into the Knowledge of the | 
Cauſes of thoſe Pains, which fo frequently 
afflict Women in Child- bed. : 
390. In a Woman before her Delivery, 
theſe following Things are to be obſerved, 
ViZ. 1. That the Womb is vaſtly diſtended, 
and all the Membranes, which compoſe it, 
greatly ſtretched. 2. That the Ligaments 
of the Womb ſuſtain a great Weight. 3. That 
the Diameter or Cavity of all the Veſſels 
ſanguine and lymphatick is greatly enlarged 
for conveying to the Fætus the Supplies of 
Fluid needful for its Nouriſhment and In- 
creaſe of Bulk, and bringing back thoſe 
Fluids in the Courſe of Circulation after 
ſubſerying thoſe Purpoſes. 4. That the In- 
teſtines were very much preſſed by the Bur- 
then contain'd in the Womb. 5. That by 
the coming away of the Child, the Neck of 
the Womb and the Vagina in its whole 
Length,are violently and extremely ſtretched. 
J. 391. In a Woman deliyer'd of her 
Burthen, theſe following Alterations hap- 
pen, vig. 1. That her Womb becomes 
empty. 2. That the Coats or Membranes, 
which compoſe the Womb, collapſe and 
fall into a contracting State. 3. That all 
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the ruptured Veſſels, and their component 
Fibres come to exert that contractile Force, 
which is natural to them. 4. That the great 
Preſſure which was againſt the Inteſtines be- 
fore the Woman's Delivery, is removed. 
5. That the Cavity between the Inteſtines 
and Peritonæum is enlarged. 

g. 392. It is pretty obvious from the Con- 
ſideration of theſe Particulars, (G. 390, 391.) 
1. That the Reſiſtance made to flowing 
Blood, by the contracting of the ſanguine 
ruptured Arteries of the Womb, which na- 
turally follows a Woman's Delivery, may 
well occaſion After-Pains, and very pro- 
bably is the moſt frequent Cauſe of thoſe 
Pains, which are perceived in the Womb ; 
for when the Womb is emptied of its Bur- 
then, and its Membranes are collapſed to- 
gether, and the ſanguine Arteries are exert- 
ing their natural contraQtile Force, the Con- 
tradtion of them will be ſtrongeſt or greateſt 
in thoſe Parts of the Veſſels, which are moſt 
remote from the Impetus wherewith the 
Heart- propels the Blood into the Aorta; 
conſequently the Contraction of them will 
be greateſt in the Membranes of the Womb 
where they terminate; and as a greater 
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Of After-Pains. 22D, 
Quantity of Blood conſtantly flowed thro” 
the ſpermatick and hypogaſtrick Arterics du- 
ring the Woman's Pregnancy, than before 
ſhe was with Child; ſo when a Stop is put 
to its Flowing thro' the Placenta into the 
Fetus, or Child, and it has no Way to 
paſs but either into the Womb thro' the 0 
contracting Orifices of the ruptured Arteries, 
or into the ſpermatick and hypogaſtrick 
Veins, no Wonder that the Blood in the 
: capillary Ramifications of thoſe Arteries di- 
q ſtending them, preſſes too much the Extre- 
| mities of the Nerves ſituated in their Coats; 
which is a Production of Pain. | 
8 393. Hence we may perceive, that the | 
more quick and ſtrong the Contraction of 
thoſe Arteries are, or the greater the In- 
petus of the Blood happens to be, the more 
acute muſt be thoſe Pains. This Account 
ſeems to be confirmed by the Efficacy of 
thoſe Medicines, which abate the After- 
Pains; ſuch as Sperma Ceti, and other 
emollient Things, which manifeſtly tend to 
render the Contraction of the Veſſels more 
flow and moderate; and this alſo will ap- 
pear the more probable, if we conſider that 
Women are commonly more afflicted with 
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Afﬀer-Pains in their ſecond, and ſucceeding 


Child-beds, than in their firſt Lying-in 


which ſeems to be owing to this Canſe, 


vis. that in the ſecond, and ſucceeding 
Child-beds, the ſanguine Arteries' of the 
Womb contract more ſtrongly, than after 
their firſt Delivery of a Child, 

F. 394. Another Cauſe of Afﬀer-Pains 
may be the paſling of Clods of coagulated 
Blood thro the Vagina, made very tender 
and ſore thro the Violence it ſuffered by the 
paſſing of the Child thro it. The Mem- 
branes of the Wowb by contracting do 
ſomewhat help to thruſt forward its Con- 
tents into the Vagina, which by its con- 
ttacting at the ſame Time, tho' not ſo for- 
cibly as the Membranes of the Womb, makes 
ſome Reſiſtance to the paſſing Clods of 
Blood; and thence reſults painful Preſſures 
againſt the Nerves ſituated in the Coats of 
the Vagina; when this is the Caſe, the Wo- 
man may perceive her Pains to be in the 
Paſſage from her Womb. 

& 395. And when this (5. 394.) is the 


Cafe, not only ſuch internal Emollients, 


which are proper in the former Caſe, (F.392, 
393.) may contribnte to the Woman's Re- 
lief, 
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lief, but alſo emollient Fomentations ap- 
plied warm to the Pudenda may prove very 
ſerviceable. 

& 396. Another Occaſion of After-Paitis 
may be a too quick Contraction of the Li- 
gaments of the Womb, which may produce 
a painful Preſſure againſt the Nerves inter- 
woven with the other Veſſels, and the * 


branes which compoſe them. 


8 397. Hence it appears, that thoſe an 
lient Medicines, which may render ſuch 
Contraction more ſlow, are the rational 
and proper Remedies, as conſtant Experi- 
ence has proved them to be. 12 

8 398. There may be another Cauſe of 
After-Pains, vis. elaſtick Air in the Cavity 
of the Inteſtines ; for the Air in the Bowels, 
which, before the Delivery, gave the Wo- 
man no Uncaſineſs, becauſe the Contents 
of her Womb occaſion'd ſuch a Preſſure 
againſt the Inteſtines, as hinder'd the Airs 
exerting its natural Elaſticity ; yet when that 
Preſſure is removed, the Particles of elaſtick 


Am, when too abundant in the Bowels, may 


expand themſelyes, diſtend the Bowels, and 
by preſſing againſt the Nerves, produce Pains 
as in flatulent Cholicks. Vid. f. 7. No 4.9.2 ro.

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9. 399. When this is the Cate, the Wo- 
man perceives her Bowels to be the Seat of 
the Pains; and thoſe Things are the-proper 


- Remedies, which: either expel.or abſorb: the 


Air. To this End, the giving to the Wo- 


man her Caudles, and Liquors pretty hot, 


may contribute, becauſe the warm Steams 


of Aliment (that is not flatulent in its Na- 


ture) will abſorb Air, as we may infer from 
ſome of Dr. Hales's Experiments, and from 
the Experience of many Women, who have 


tried this Method in Child-bed.

405. This Malady may be N by 
very different Cauſes. E. g. 1. The Preſ- 
ſure of a Stone in the near ts Bladder 
may occaſion theſe Motions in the Sphinter 
of the Rectum; in which Cale, the Poſition 
of the Stone ſhould be alter'd by putting 
the Body into a Poſture fit for that Purpoſe, 
or by the Aſſiſtance of a skilful Sur- 
geon. 2. An Inflammation of the Neck 
of the Bladder may prove a painful Sti- 
mulus to the Sphincter of the Rectum.

as in rheumatick Pains it is commonly ex- 
creted near the Extremities of them, about 
thoſe Parts of them, where the Tendons of 
the Muſcles are inſerted, as I apprehend. 

(. 496. Theſe Pains, (J. 495.) are variouſly 
denominated from the different Parts in 
which they happen to be ſeated. E. g. 

1. CHIRAGRA, when in the Hands, or 

IWriſts. | 

2. Ischias, or SCIATICA, when in the 

3. GoNEGRA, when in the Knees. And, 

4. PoDacRa, when in the Feet, or Toes.

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g. 497. The Nature of the Gouty Hu- 
mour has already been deſcribed, (J. 233, 
234,) and the * proved to be true.

9. 498. The conſtituent Parts of it are 
PARTICLES of alcaline Salts, Air, Oil, and 
a little Earth. The conſtituent Parts of the 
human Calculus are much the ſame. 

9. 499. Theſe PAR TIcL ks, (F. 498.) which 
ſometimes produce the Stone and Gout, do 
always exiſt in all human Bodies, tho com- 
monly more in thoſe that are elder, than in 
the younger: But in a Time of perfect Health 
they are not, and ought not to be thought 
morbid ; becauſe while they are in a due State 
and Quantity, they ſubſerve ſome important 
Uſes in the animal Oeconomy; and while 
Perſons remain in a State of perfect Health, 
ſuch Particles (5. 498.) are continually paſ- 
ſing out of the Body in ſufficient Quantity 
by the natural Ways of Excretion, 


F. oO. When, indeed, by any Occaſion, 


there happens a Defect in the Force of the 
Action of the Heart and Arteries, then thoſe 


alcaline Salts, &c. (J. 498.) will not be ſuf. 


ficiently comminuted ; and conſequently will 
not be ſufficientiy evacuated out of the 
Body; 
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Body ; which Event lays a Foundation for 
the GouT, and adminiſters Matter for the 
Formation and Increaſe of the Stone. 

. 501. There is another and a very com- 
mon Way of laying a Foundation for theſe 
terrible Diſtem pers; that is, L1iviNG much 
on animal Food, which abounds with alca- 
line Salts 3 DRINKING much Wine, the Tartar 
of which may be tranſmuted into Salts of 
an alcaline Quality by Means of its Mixture 
with the ſecreted Humours it meets with in 
the human Body ; and the NEGLECTING C 
Exerciſe, or bodily Labours. Au 

9. 502. Theſe three Things (F. 501 ) may 
be reckon'd the moſt frequent antecedent 

Cauſes of the gouty Humour in the Blood, 
no leſs than of the Stone in the Kidneys, or 
Bladder. 

$. 503. But that we may form a right No- 
tion of the Manner in which arthritick Pains 
are produced, we muſt conſider, 1. That 
the gouty Humour, or the Particles which 
compoſe it, are brought down with the ar- 
terial Blood to the Joint affected. 2. That, 
about the Endings of thoſe capillary ſan- 
guine Arteries, Part of the gouty Particles 
are Gs hn into lymphatick Arteries ; and

N. 504. I may now obſerve, that the Ef- 
fect of the gouty Humour's being ſecreted 
by the lymphatick Arteries at the Extremi- 
ties of the Bones in the Joint affected, may 
be, either, 
1. Such a Diſtention of thoſe lymphatick 
Veſſels, as by compreſſing the Extremities 
of the adjacent Neryes, may excite Pain. Or

_ gouty Particles (by means of the continued

(. 507. I may add, that commonly there 
is likewiſe ſome Degree of Viſcidity in the 
Blood of gouty Perſons ; becauſe there com- 
monly is ſome Deficiency in the Force of 
the Action of their Solids, as appears from 
the inſufficient Excretion of atcaline Salts, 
which prececded the Fit of the Gout, and 
without which it could not have happen d: 
One natural Conſequence of Defect in the 
Force of the Heart and Arteries, being a

$. 508. The curative Indications in pain- 
ful Diſtempers of this Kind are, 

1. By ſuitable internal Medicines to cor- 
re& the morbid Qualities of the animal 
Fluids ; that is, to deſtroy their Acrimony 
and Viſcidity. | 

2, To ſtrengthen the Action of the So- 
lids; that is, chiefly of the Heart and Ar- 
teries ; that by this Means the gouty Par- 
ticles may be comminuted and render d ca- 


pable 
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pable of paſſing off thro the patfuloiihey: 
and other excretory Ducts; and that thoſe 
gouty Particles, which have been brought 


to the painful Joint, may be diſlodged and 


propel'd from their Contact with, or Preſ- 
ſure againſt the Extremities of the Neryes 
affected; which may be expected, when the 
Force of the Motion of the circulating Flu- 
ids is increaſed, and their Acrimony and 
Viſcidity are abated. And, 


3. By external Remedies, to attenuate 


the gouty Humour excreted in the Part af- 
feed, abate its Stimulus on the Nerves, 
and promote its Diſcharge ad extra. 

509. Internal Medicines proper to an- 
ſwer the #wo firſt curative Indications, h. 508.

$. 510. And as to the third Indication, 
(. 508, it appears to me very. rational and 
proper to make uſe of ſome outward Ap- 
plications ; becauſe by Means of the Vaſa 
 mnhalantia, (which terminate in every Part 

of the Superficies of the Body) and of the 
Pores, which are in every Membrane, and 
in the Coats of every Veſlel of the Body, 
ſome ſubtile Parts of ſuitable Fomert ations

Nerves, and other Veſlels affected, and con- 
tribute to abate the painful Stimulus, the

F. 511. Indeed the ontwird Application 
of ſuch Medicines as will cloſe the Pores; 
conſtringe the Veſſels, thicken the Fluids, or 
repel inwards into the ſanguine and lym- 
phatick Veins the morbid Humours diſ- 
charged on the affected Joint, is not only 
improper, but very hazardous to the Patient, 
and may deſtroy Life; but it muſt not thence 
be inferr d, that no outward Application is 


proper or ſafe, or can be uſeful in ſuch Ca- 


ſes. Is it a reaſonable Concluſion, that be- 
cauſe ſome Things taken internally will 
poiſon and kill, that therefore no Medicines 
are ſafe, or can contribute to the Cure of 
Diſeaſes? The Argument ſeems as ſtrong 
againſt all internal Remedies, as againſt out- 
ward Applications.

Summer, as well as in the other Seaſons of 
the Year ; and that Particles of the gouty 

Humour are continually paſling out of their

perſpired: But early in the Spring, when 
the Sun is returning to us again, when the 
Temperature of the Air is changed from its 
brumal State; when the Circulation of the 
Sap in Vegetables is quickned, and Plants 
begin to ſhoot out their Leaves, and grow, 
the Blood in human Bodies (in a Manner 
ſomewhat ſimilar) is likewiſe rarified, the 
Action of the Heart and Arteries made 
ſtronger, and many of the excrementitious 
and ſuperfluous Parts of the animal Fluids, 
which uſed in the Winter to paſs off with 
15 Urine, by the ſtronger Action of the 


vital 


ſons; the Diameter of all the Veſſels in the 
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vital Organs, are made ſmall enough for 
Perſpiration, and would paſs out of the 
Body that Way, if the Diameter of the per- 
ſpiratory Ducts and Pores were enlarged to 
the Summer Standard ; that is, to its com- 
mon Size in Summer: But, as the natural 
Conatus of every Veſſel, and muſcular Fibre is 
to contract themſelves, and as the Winters 
Cold conſtringed the ſubcutaneous Veſſels, 
and render d their leſſer Diameter a Sort of 
Habit or fixed Tone; and as this Tone can 
only (in the animal Oeconomy) be alter'd; 
and the Diameter of thoſe Veſlels enlarged 
to the Summer Habit by the daily ſtronger 
Impulſe of the flowing Blood for a ſuf- 
ficient Time; So it ſometimes happens, that 
Part of the gouty Humour upon the vernal 
Rarefaction of the Blood, not finding Vent 
or Paſſage thro the perſpiratory Ducts, is 
carried to ſome Joint, and there conſtitutes 
a Fit of the Gout. 

b. 518. In AUTUMN the Change in the

That 
the Loſs of her Voice happen'd on the cea- 
ſing of the Pain in her Hip, and that the

ken into the Stomach intentionally for theſe 
Purpoſcs ; ſo one main Thing to be endea- 
your'd in curing PAINFUL DISEASES, is to 
ſtrengthen the Solids, and increaſe the Force 
of the Action of the Heart and Arteries; ex-

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Fever: If this be accompliſhed, it is very 
probable there will follow not only a Pro- 
truſion of any Particles adhering to the Ex-

586. It appears to me very requili ite, 
when a plentiful Uſe of Acids is needful for 


altering

to intermix Medicines, which may ſtrengthen 
the Solids ; that is, increaſe the Coheſion 
of their component Parts; and often thoſe 
Medicines, which will render the Pulſe 
ſtronger, are wanted; and the State of the 
Solids, and the Strength of the Pulſe, ſnould 
always be conſider d.
